RUSSIA ORGANIZES 


A MUNITIONS BOARD 


WITH FULL POWERS 


New Law Rushed Through to Give 


Commission Unlimited Fund* to 


Purchase Army Supplies.

Liondon, June 30.—Russia's reply to 
the brilliant series of Austro-German 
victories in Galicia is a law setting 
up a board ot munitions empowered 
to spend unlimited money and given 
virtually unrestricted power over all 
private industries in. the -whole of the 
country. 


Recognize Need of Munition!. 
It is reported from Petrograd tha\ 
the creation o£ the board became law 
with the. celerity that was absolutely 
astounding, which is taken to indicate 
that the country fully believes that 
the recent disasters to the forces ol 
Grand Duke Nicholas is largely due 
to lack of munitions and equipment. 


With comparative quiet prevailing 
on all fronts, except that along the 
border separating Russian Poland and 
Galicia, the attention of the English 
public is again turned toward diplo- 
matic and. domestic problems. 
Bulgaria Debating. 
Special dispatches from the Bal- 
kans declare that Bulgaria is not dis- 
satisfied with ' the territory 
offered 
her by the entente allies. That Tur- 
key has not lost hope of conciliating 
her dangerous neighbor, however, is 
shown by the news that Bulgarian- 
Turkish negotiations looking to the 
elimination of the frontiers of their 
respective countries, will be resumeu 
in Constantinople. 
Rumors of a 
break in the diplo- 
matic relations between Italy 
and 
Turkey again are rife. 
With the exception of the French 
claim that they have recovered all 
the trenches .which the Germans had 
re-captured in the Vosges mountains, 
no change in the military situation on 
the western battle line is reported.

congress; but, upon analysis, it was 
found, that it did not grant to labor 
anything which it had not already 
possessed and, in fact, was more or 
less of a legislative sop supposed to 
represent payment for the support of 
labor at the polls. There has been a 
growing dissatisfaction /among labor, 
and particularly among union men, 
with the present democratic adminis- 
tration. 
Superficially, it might seem

The idea of issuing bread 
cards 
arose owing to the ever-increasing 
number of people in Holland whose re- 
sources have been reduced since war 
broke out in Europe. 
The drafting 
into the army of, thousands of the 
bread-winners in preparation to de- 
fend Holland against any attack on 
her neutrality and the decreased c-p^ 
portunities for those who remained- at 
home of finding employment as a se- 
quel to the lack of raw materials in 
various trades, have 
rendered 
the 


poor as a rule poorer, while 
those 
persons possessed of means have uc- 
come wealthier, since they have been j 
able to take advantage of opportuni- 
ties of making profit by laying out 
their cash. 


Immediately -atter 
the beginning 


of hostilities, the 
Dutch Government, 
requisitioned all grain and since then i 
all Imported grain has been consign-' 
ed to it. Many bakers took advantage 
of this fact and 
the price of bread 
in Holland has risen enormously since 
August. 
This increase naturally has 


hit th elaboring class more than any j 
other class 
of society, as manual 
workers always consume a larger pro- 
portion of bread than do more well- 
to-do people. 


In order to allay some of the dis-

Washington, June 30—After a wel- 
come absence of 
seventeen 
years, 
Brod VI of the cicada is visiting old 
friends in Northern and Central states, 
between the Hudson and Mississippi 
rivers and the interior countries of 
Atlantic coast states, as far soutli 
as the upper part of Georgia. 
Brood 
VI is the well known 17-year locust. 
He's been away since 1898 and when 
he departs this time along about the 
beginning of July, he'll not be ex- 
pected back before 1932. 
And 
he 
won't be missed, for as any farmer 


i c,in tell you he's a tarnal nuisance. 
! 
The peculiar habit that gives this 
| insect his name causes it to arouse 
great interest each time it reappears. 
Also it arouses fear for the safety.of 
trees; but, as a matter of fact the ac- 
tual damage.done is slight,.accomplish- 
ed by the female of species, which is 
deadlier than the male. The female 
cuts the bark of the tree t.o make a 
deposit for her eggs. 


A careful .fcanvass of tjie whole 
cicada area was made by the bureau 
of Entomology with the assistance of

The most reliable means of protect- 
ing nurseries or young orchards is by 
collecting the insects in hags or-um- 
brellas from the trees in early morn- 
ing or late evening, when they are

each day. 


If pruning is made necessary, by the

TURKISH STEAMERS 


TAKE RISKY TRIPS 


Little Coaster* With CnrgocB of Am- 


murvftion Run Dally To Lower

Coostantinonie, June 80— Turkish 
steamers still run up the Sea of Mar- 
mora from Constantinpole to Qalllpoll 
and Chanak, notwithstanding the ac- 
tivity of the British submarines. Their 
cargo Is mainly war stores and muni- 
tions, and anyone -who wishes to ship 
as passengers, whether he he Turk or 
alien, must have official permission 
to make the trip. 


The fear ot submarines is very 
strong among the Turkish sailors, anil 
the steamers bound for the fighting 
zone slip away from their docks at 
odd hours, generally midnight or later 
with a squad of sharpshooters, twelve 
or more in number, stationed along 
the rail ^ on both sides of the boat, 
rifles in Hand, straining their eyes out 
over the waters In search of the ene- 
my. 
The Sea of Marmora has many 
porpoises, and to the excited imagina- 
tion every porpoise seems a subma- 
rine.

i ever the sea pushes into the land to 
form a bay, there is a little town, busy 
and prosperous ia a Turkish manner 
of speaking.

At Qallopli, a curious feature is pro-
